Horror bleach 
attack on teen

FAMILIES are horrified after 
a thug held a shard of glass 
to a teenage girl's throat and 
forced bleach in her mouth 
in an attack in Haverhill. 

A manhunt has been 
launched for the “despicable” 
offender who struck in Leather 
Lane. 

The man, who was wearing a 
hooded top, wrenched at the 18-year- 
old victim's handbag and pulled her 
backwards against a fence. 

He then pushed the glass against 
her neck and stomach, cutting her 
skin in the terrifying assault. 

And in a sick twist on street attacks, 
the man took a bottle out of his bag 
and squirted what is believed to be 
bleach into his victim’s mouth. 

But the cowardly attacker, who 
struck at about 9.45am on Monday, 
was disturbed by a noise behind him 
and the girl managed to run home for 
help. 

Cllr Les Ager, of Haverhill Town 
Council, was shocked and appalled 
by the “disgraceful” attack on a young 
woman in the dark.

He said: “This was an absolutely 
dreadful attack - and I am totally 
shocked. This person must be caught at 
once and brought to justice before he 
does something worse. It’s just dis¬ 
graceful. I think everyone in the town 
will be upset by this.” 

Ann Taylor, 60, who lives in Leather 
Lane, was horrified at the attack. 

She said: “I am totally disgusted. I 
nearly fell to the floor when I heard 
about it. I won’t go out at night. I am 
glad the girl is all right and I just hope 


they catch this animal.” 

Police have launched a hunt for the 
attacker and appealed for witnesses. 

Det Con Jenny Gant, from Bury St 
Edmunds CID, said: “This is an unusual 
assault where we will be making further 
inquiries to ascertain the full 
circumstances surrounding the 
incident. It is important that we hear 
from anyone who was in the area who 
may have seen this man.” 

The man is described as 6ft tall, slim, 
white and aged between 40 and 50 years 
old. He had short, dark curly hair, was 


clean-shaven and wore a dark blue long- 
sleeved hooded top, straight blue denim 
jeans and trainers. He also wore black 
fleece gloves and carried a blue 
shopping bag. 

The woman suffered scratch marks 
from the glass and was seen by her 
doctor after possibly ingesting the toxic 
liquid but will not need further medical 
treatment for her injuries.

PARISH COUNCIL: The next parish 
council meeting is on Monday. 

Full minutes of the previous meeting 
are available on the parish 
noticeboards and included the 
following items. 

Affordable/Social housing: Following 
a presentation by Mark Deas of 
ACRE, it was decided that a survey 
should be made in Weston Colville 
to see if there was a need for 
affordable housing in the village. 
Stream maintenance: The 
replacement of the bridge at the end 
of Horseshoe Lane would soon be 
completed, but the question of 
stream clearance is still ongoing. 

The council has contacted the 
owners and farm contractor 
concerned and further investigations 
were to be made. 

Village Pond: The work by Borehams 
to clear the middle of the pond was 
soon to begin as this is by far the 
best time - wildlife is mostly 
dormant and the least disruption will 
therefore be caused. 

Street Lighting: There is to be no 
change to the management of street 
lighting in the village. 

Emergency planning: Bridget 
Durham has undertaken a risk 
assessment and will produce a plan 
for Weston Colville. She will be 
asking for volunteers to add to the 
SCDC database. 

Planning Applications: The proposal 
for change of use of The Lothbury 
Centre from shop/art gallery to 
residential was supported. 

Speed limits: A £5,000 grant with a 
10 per cent contribution from the 
parish has been confirmed to change 


the speed limits in the village. The 
current 40 mph limits will become 
30 mph and the current unrestricted 
limit will be 40 mph. 

For further details see the 
noticeboard, where there is a map 
showing the changes. 

Bus Survey Meetings: Allen Scott 
has attended both the recent 
meetings of Cambridgeshire Future 
Transport held at Balsham. 

The new bus timetables will be 
based on Linton as a hub. They will 
probably stay in place until next 
April, when further changes may 
take place. 

Wind Farm Meeting: The village had 
been successful in its application for 
Wind Farm grants for the Weston 
Colville Cricket Club changing room 
project (£3,000) and for the re¬ 
lettering of the RAF Wratting 
Common War Memorial (£948). 
Change of Parish Clerk: The 
chairman thanked Christine King on 
behalf of the council for her hard 
work during her time as parish clerk, 
and introduced Jill Smyth, who took 
up the post from November 16. 
Christine will continue to assist in the 
production of a Parish Plan.

Peter & Ruth Lloyd Trust: No student 
this year has applied for a grant from 
this trust. If you know of someone 
who is continuing their education 
and would like some financial 
assistance contact the trust. 
Maintenance: a) Further maintenance 
work has been carried out at the 
village hall, replacing the back door 
and panels which were rotten, with a 
new door with higher security. 

A request was made to the parish 
council for a contribution towards 
the cost of this and this was agreed, 
b) Cllr Wallace is taking advice from 
the tree officer at SCDC about the 
condition of the ash trees. 

Danger Spots: a) A further meeting 
had been held with the chairman of 
West Wickham, the safety officer 
from SCDC and Cllrs Job and Ross- 
Bain, to look at options to slow traffic 
down at the crossroads on the 
common. 

Rumble strips seemed to be the least 
costly of the options and could be 
shared between the three parishes, 
but no decision has been made. 

b) Two requests for footpaths had 
been received, one on Honey Hill 
from Viking Close to the junction and 
the other from The Common to the 
junction at The Chestnut Tree. There 
was concern for the safety of 
children and adults, with the roads 
becoming busier and driving faster. 
The parish council will look into the 
various options, which will be 
discussed at the next meeting. 

c) District Cllr Hickford told the 
Parish Council that there was to be a 
meeting on November 27 in Linton, 
for parish councils to discuss further 
the safety aspects of the A1307. 


A further meeting was to be held on 
December 10, to be attended by the 
local MP and county and district 
councillors, to discuss ideas from 
the former meeting. 

Bus review: Current services are 
being maintained with the transport 
department looking at the various 
options. It is hoped that a Saturday 
service might be resumed, but 
money is short. 

Signage to war memorial on 
common: Due again to the lack of 
money at the transport department 
of Cambridgeshire County Council, 
this will not be carried out. However, 
it is hoped that the parish council 
may be able to provide some 
signage. 

Housing Survey: Mark Deas, from 
Acre, who put out the housing 
survey to West Wratting 
parishioners, will be attending the 
next meeting with the results of the 
survey. He was pleased with the 
response from the parish. 

Gritting volunteers: Cambridgeshire 
County Council has again requested 
the help of volunteers to keep the 
roads in their village gritted and 
thanked them for the help given last 
year. If someone is happy to help let 
someone from the parish council 
know. Training, if necessary, is 
available.

The 41-year-old is said to be 
investing in the state-of-the-art 
facility as a new venture with 
business partner and best friend 
Richard Hudspith, 38. 

Even after hitting the 
EuroMillions jackpot last August, 
Adrian said he was eager to carry 
on working. The down-to-earth 
pair celebrated their win by 
ordering a Domino’s Pizza and 
taking an Easyjet budget flight to 
Scotland. 

He felt there was a ‘Lotto cloud’ 
hanging over the place and 
decided to relaunch in the spring 
as an online-only business. His 
new workshops will make electric

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guitars, mandolins and ukuleles. 

Customer and music teacher 
Jonathan Coe said: “From what I 
gather they had a lot of trouble 
with people coming into the store 
and asking for money. 

“I think they didn’t want their 
business to be so heavily 
associated with the lotto win so 
they’ve closed up shop and are 
putting the store online. 

“Adrian is currently converting 
old stables at their new property 
and making them into the 
workshops for Richard to continue 
his work with guitars. 

“He’ll be running the business 
from there and they are still very 
much in business together. 

“I just think they want the 
opportunity to rebrand and move 
on from the lottery win, and get on 
with their jobs.” 

A neighbouring businessman 
said: “Adrian was getting a lot of 
grief from people walking in and 
trying to get cash off him. 

“There are idiots in every town 
and some of them got nasty when 
he turned them away. He just does 
not need that kind of abuse.” 

Richard said: “Yes, the shop has 
closed and now we are enjoying 
some quiet time and don’t want to 
say anything about the future.

Cash move is 
not a kindness 

Sir, I would like to comment on the 
report in your newspaper regarding 
the future of the local History 
Centre in the Arts Centre in 
Haverhill (“Archives in jeopardy 
over drop in funding”, Weekly News, 
December 20). 

From the report it seems that St 
Edmundsbury Council are being 
most kind to the Haverhill Local 
History Group in moving cash 
around to One-Haverhill to 
distribute. 

The quote that the group can now 
apply for a larger sum of £5,000 
instead of the sum now withdrawn 
by St Edmundsbury, which paid our 
rent, needs to be elaborated. 

The public should know that One- 
Haverhill, although helping out this 
year, stated they would not be 
giving any grants to the History 
Group as it is not policy to give 
grants for core funding - in other 
words, rent. 

Most other sources for grants 
operate the same system so 
applying for grants to rent the 
History Centre would be met by 
refusals. Grants were available for 
special projects only, which does 
not help the Local History Group to 
keep the centre open. 

Help from a county councillor 
enabled us to pay the VAT on the 
rent, which was conveniently not 
mentioned. This brings the rent to 
around £4,000 at the moment. As 
with grants for rent, no 
organisation will give the History 
Group a grant for VAT. 

In 2011-2012 the rent for the 
History Centre was £4,062, of which 
St Edmundsbury gave us a grant of 
£3,500, a shortfall of more than 
£500. This St Edmundsbury grant 
was, as you mentioned, halved for 
2012-2013 and disappears 
altogether from April this year. On 
top of this we also used to have a 
sum of cash for mounting an 
exhibition in the arts centre each 
year, but this budget has been 
withdrawn so no more new 
exhibitions. 

The History Group and the centre 
are a fully accredited museum on 
the level of the British Museum, 
Imperial War Museum and other 
top museums, having satisfied the 
accreditation board in keeping and 
operating successfully as a 
museum, although we have no 
special display areas, only the small 
areas in our centre at the arts 
centre. With no secure tenure the 
Haverhill Local History Group as a 
museum would be seriously 
affected. 

We have a very good working 
relationship with the Haverhill 
Town Council, our landlords, and 


we are trying, with some help from 
them, to try to prevent the History 
Centre closing in April this year. 

This will definitely happen if no 
solution can be found. There is no 
other accommodation available in 
the town from which the history 
centre can be operated. It comes 
down to being able to find at least 
£5,000 every year to save the history 
centre. 

In our collection we have more 
than 7,000 photographs, 2,180 
publications, 1,600 research papers, 
local newspapers, over 400 maps, a 
large number of deeds for buildings 
in the town and district, 700 
articles/items (most always in 
storage) as well as many other 
items coming in regularly, these 
include the total items in four sheds 
that a local farmer has donated, 
which we cannot store at the 
moment. This includes two old 
cars, together with farm equipment 
and other items that need to be 
kept for Haverhill’s historic past. 

We have visitors from all over the 
world who come to the History 
Group for help from USA, Australia, 
South Africa and New Zealand this 
just in the past year. 

The Local History Group itself will 
not close down and will go on with 
meetings in people’s private houses, 
and all the collection stored away 
out of sight and not available or 


accessible to the public very often. 

A final point I would like to put is 
that the History Group could fill 
every room of the Arts Centre as a 
museum, and still have some large 
items stored away.

A MUSEUM has 
received a “significant” 
cash windfall towards 
educating children and 
young adults about 
computers.

Charity warning 
over email scam

A CHARITY founder 
has narrowly avoided 
being defrauded 
by scammers preten¬ 
ding to be lottery 
winners. 

Tony Gearing, founder 
and trustee of the charity 
YOPEY, based in 
Newmarket, wrote to 
Haverhill couple Gillian 
and Adrian Bayford in 
September after they 
scooped a £148m jackpot 
from Euro Millions. 

After receiving no 
response Tony went to the 
Bayfords’ music shop in 
Haverhill in December to 
leave his card and a week 
later he received the scam 
email which appeared to 
be from the couple. 

The email said the 
couple had bought 
properties in London, 
Portugal and Ukraine and 
asked Tony to send his 
details to a bank in 
Ukraine. 

Tony, 53, of Bury Road, 
in Stradishall, said: “I feel 
like a plonker for 
believing this scam and 
responding to the email 
with details of the charity 
I run. But the scammer’s 
timing was perfect. 

“YOPEY promotes 
young positive role 
models to inspire the 
younger generation to 
give to the community so

I thought they might like 
to consider it for a 
donation. 

“This email arrived 
within a week so I really 
thought it was a genuine 
response to my approach 
as it appeared to come 
from a personal email 
address of Adrian Bayford. 

“Thankfully I realised it 
was a scam when further 
emails started to arrive, 
purporting to be from a 
bank in Ukraine.” 

Tony contacted his 
bank, Barclays, who told 
him the email fitted the 
profile of a popular scam. 

He said: “Barclays also 
told me it was possible for 


the scammers to target 
people living in the 
Bayfords’ area to make the 
scam seem even more 
believable. 

“I hope anyone who 
receives these emails will 
not be as gullible as me 
and will immediately pass 
them to their bank and 
the police to hopefully 
track down the fraudsters, 
who are using the good 
name of a local family to 
try to rip people off.” 

Jim Winters, head of 
fraud at Barclays, said: 
“Fraudsters are becoming 
more brazen in their 
attempts to steal people’s 
money - we all need to 
become more security 
conscious. 

“Criminals will call 
people directly and even 
turn up on their doorstep 
- pretending to be from 
their bank or from the 
police.” 

He asked people to 
never give out personal or 
security details electron¬ 
ically. 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk Constabulary said: 
“Unfortunately, scams 
happen all too often and 
fraudsters will use various 
different means to try to 
get people to either part 
with their cash or give out 
details of their bank 
account. 

“If it sounds too good to 
be true it probably is.” 

She asked anyone 
concerned to contact 
police on 101.

’d forget how 

Traumatised by having to give up her baby 20 years earlier, Sue 
Bevan poured her feelings into a play about her experiences. What 
she couldn’t have guessed is who would be in the audience for the 
play’s final performance. Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


I TS impossible not to warm to Sue 
Bevan. Petite and smiley, the 
economics teacher from 
Comberton - who’s also a keen 
playwright and performer - is feeling 
particularly bubbly at the moment, not 
least because her memoir, That Picture 
of You, is about to be released. 

But this is no frothy collection of classroom or 
backstage anecdotes: That Picture ofYou 
recounts Sue’s teen pregnancy, her baby’s forced 
adoption, and how they were reunited - in the 
most extraordinary circumstances - on her 
daughter’s 21st birthday 
Growing up in Mountain Ash, a deprived 
town in the Welsh Valleys, life for Sue was tough. 
“We were a very dysfunctional family,” she says. 
“It wasn’t a loving childhood, and if you raise 
kids in dysfunctional families, you can’t be 
surprised if something goes pear-shaped.” 

At the age of just 15, Sue - who’d been seeing 
her boyfriend for a year - fell pregnant. “I was 
terrified,” she says, “and I was in denial for ages. 

I convinced myself it wasn’t happening to me, it 
was happening to someone else. 

“I look back now and I think ‘how do you get 
yourself into that mental state?’ And I can only 
think that I was so frightened of telling my 
mother that I had to pretend it wasn’t 
happening.” 

She spent weeks hiding her growing bump 
under baggy jumpers, but eventually her 
mother became suspicious: she took Sue to 
their Gfr who confirmed her fears. 

“He said ‘have you decided what you’re going 
to do?’ because at that point I was five months 
pregnant, and there was no question of a 
termination. She said ‘it’s all sorted: she’s going 
to Devon to stay with her sister, and the baby’s 
going to be adopted’. And that was the first I 
knew about a decision that had already been 
made. I was furious. I felt totally disempowered. 
But that was it: it was never mentioned again.” 

The following morning, Sue’s parents drove 
her to her sister Anne’s house in Plymouth, 
where she was to spend the next four months. 


“I was still in denial,” she says. “I had complete 
emotional detachment from the situation. Even 
when I went into labour, I didn’t tell Anne: I 
thought that if I didn’t tell her, it somehow 
wouldn’t happen.” 

But, of course, it did: Anne took Sue to 
hospital, “and at 9 o’clock she had to leave. The 
nurses showed me where the button was if I 
needed to call anybody, and then went. So I 
went through the whole night, labouring on my 
own, convinced I was dying. I knew the process 
of childbirth, but I just thought ‘something’s 
going wrong, and I am going to die’. I felt like I 
deserved it.” She didn’t press the button. 

Sue’s baby was born at 9.30 the following 
morning, “and she was beautiful, absolutely 
beautiful. 

“Suddenly I went from being in total denial 
that this was happening, to total denial that she 
was going to be taken for adoption. I was in this 
little bubble: as far as I was concerned it was 
going to go on forever. I just ignored the fact 
that in eight days’ time she was going to be 
somebody else’s child, and played at being 
mummy. 

“I called her Alison, and I did everything: 
bathing, nappies, feeding, burping, everything 
that a new mother did, except breast-feeding: 
they wouldn’t let me, and you can see why.” 

All too soon, day 8 arrived: “I remember 
being driven back to my sister’s in the social 
worker’s car, with the baby in a carrycot,” says 
Sue. “As we arrived I saw my parents’ car, and I 
thought brilliant! They’re going to see her, and 
they’re going to say ‘we can’t let this baby go, 
this is ridiculous!’ 

“The social worker said to my sister ‘are your 
parents here?’ and she said ‘yes, but they don’t 
want to see the baby’. And that was it. At that 
point my world fell apart. I walked into the 
house without the baby, and the baby went off 
in the car. I didn’t even say goodbye. 

“Then we drove back to Wales without a 
mention of a pregnancy, birth, adoption, 
absolutely nothing. It was never, ever 
mentioned again. I had no counselling, no 
support. It was barbaric, really.” 

Life carried on. By day, Sue bottled up her 
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she looked

feelings, by night she’d cry herself to sleep. 
She went back to school - her cover story 
was that she’d been sent away with a 
nervous disorder brought on by exam 
stress - and she didn’t breathe a word 
about what had happened, even to her (by 
now ex) boyfriend. “I went to his house, 
and we sat in his bedroom, talking and 
laughing, and 20 times I thought ‘I’ve got 
to tell him I had a baby’. But I didn’t.” 

Eventually, Sue left Wales and became a 
teacher. She settled in Cambridge in 1983, 
where she founded a theatre company 
She also got married but, to her surprise 
and sadness, couldn’t get pregnant, even 
with fertility treatment. 

“I was devastated that I’d had a child 
and allowed her to be taken away,” she 
says. “I just kept thinking ‘I’ve had this 
child, I can’t have her, and now I can’t have 
any others’. It felt like a punishment.” 

In the early 90s, and by now married to 
her current husband, Bert, Sue finally 
became pregnant - but had a miscarriage, 
“and that sent me in a total spin. I saw a 
counsellor who said ‘write this stuff down’, 
so I did. I wrote and wrote, and it just 
flowed out. It was really cathartic.” 

The result was a play, Haifa Million 
Women, which recounted Sue’s adoption 
experience. And it was while she was 
writing it that she fell pregnant with Ben, 
who’s now 19. 

Sue’s theatre company loved the play: 
they began rehearses and booked 
performance slots at the Cambridge 
Drama Centre in fune 1993: “and entirely 
coincidentally, the last night of the play 
was on my daughter’s 21st birthday 

“Then one night I came home from a 
dress rehearsal, and Bert said ‘you need to 
sit down’. He was on the verge of tears, and 
he took my hand and said ‘your daughter 
is looking for you’.” 

It transpired that Alison - now called 
Helen, and living in Wolverhampton - had 
spent weeks tracking her down. 

An exchange of letters followed, “then 
she sent her phone number and asked me 
to call. So I came back from performing in 
and directing this show about her, to 
phone her, just before midnight when she 
was turning 21.” 

It was, says Sue, “like we’d known each 
other for ever: we talked and 1 laughed, 
and I told her I was pregnant, and she said 
‘I thought you might be’.” 

Sue asked her what she was doing for 
her 21st, “and she said ‘I’m going out 
clubbing: what are you doing?’ And I said 
‘well actually I’m directing a play that I’ve 
written about you. Do you want to come 
and see it? Tomorrow’s the last night’. 

“And she said ‘I can’t because I’ve got all 
these things planned, but I’ll come down 
with my boyfriend as soon as I can’, and we 
arranged for her to come down a couple of 
weeks later. I went to bed and barely slept. 

I was so excited.” 

Early the next morning, the phone rang. 
It was Helen: “She said ’I can’t wait two 
weeks, we’re going to come down today’.” 

Sue and Bert spent the afternoon 
waiting by the window: “We watched every 
young couple going past, thinking no, 
that’s not her, that’s not her, and then they 



walked past and I said ‘that’s her’.” 

She opened the door, “and we both said 
hi, and then I said ‘can I hold you?’ So we 
stood there, hugging, both being very 
brave, neither of us crying. Then we made 
tea and sat on the sofa. We couldn’t stop 
looking at each other, and there was just 
this flurry of trying to tell each other a 
lifetime’s worth of stuff.” 

Helen had brought a photo album, 
packed with pictures of her as a little girl: 
“and I was thinking ‘I’ve missed all of this’, 
determined not to cry,” says Sue. “Then 
suddenly Bert ran upstairs, and came back 
with something, and handed it to her, and 
said ‘this is all your mum’s had’. 

“He’d got the one photograph I’d been 
sent, taken when she was three months 
old. I’d had to chase and chase social 
services -1 was terrified I’d forget what she 
looked like - so eventually they sent me 
this photograph. And I just collapsed in 
tears. That’s why the book is called That 
Picture of You, because it was all I’d had all 
these years.” 

That night, Helen came to see the play: 

“It started with me in a rocking chair in a 
spotlight, singing Mocking Bird a cappella, 
then I got up and walked into the front row 
of the audience, and the play started. 

“So she was in the front row while I 
sang, then we sat holding hands through 
the whole thing, watching the story 
unfold.” 

Not surprisingly, the media got wind of 
this: Sue and Helen were featured in the 
national press, and appeared on This 
Morning with Richard and Judy. Yet 
amazing though their reunion was, the 
ending of the story isn’t - for now, at least - 
a happy one. 

“Things are not easy between us, and 
I’m keen to be realistic about that,” says 
Sue. “You see so many of these dramatic 
reunions on TV, but they never follow 
those stories through to see what happens. 
In a lot of cases people meet, and then a 
month later they never see each other 
again. 

“What you lose is a baby, and what you 
find is a fully-grown person, and the years 
you have apart leaves a lot of damage. 

With us, we’re 19 years down the road, and I 
it’s not a smooth road. 

“But I’m philosophical, really,” she adds. 

“I can see why my parents did what they 
did: I firmly believe that my mother 
thought she was acting in my best 
interests, and my daughter’s best interests, 
because she wouldn’t have wanted to grow 
up in Mountain Ash as an illegitimate 
child in the 1970s. It would have been very 
difficult for her - and for me. 

“Everything that has happened in my 
life has brought me to where I am right 
now, and I wouldn’t change a thing, which 
would probably be hard for my daughter 
to hear. 

“It’s politicised me, made me look at 
women’s rights, made me more 
empathetic. It’s made me the person I am 
today, for good or bad.”

A “SIMPLE idea” aimed at 
bringing comfort to children in 
hospital has hit its 10th 
anniversary. 

TLC Teddies was launched 
in 2003 at Addenbrooke’s and 
other hospitals and later 
expanded to other areas. 

Founder Jim Whitehead 
said: “I came across the idea 
when I was representing 
Cambridgeshire Masons at the 
annual meeting of Essex 
Freemasons in 2002. 

“An Essex mason had 


started the scheme up and I 
was so taken with its simplicity 
that I asked if he would put us 
in touch with the teddy bear 
suppliers and let us join in. 

“Ian Simpson was delighted 
and gave us every help in 
starting up. 

“After 10 years the scheme 
is now nationwide and has also 
been exported abroad.” 

Mr Whitehead, who still 
delivers bears to hospitals, 
says in the past decade around 
19,000 have been given to 


children in A&E. 

He added: “They are 
available to be given to any 
frightened or distressed child 
who is being very brave or who 
needs to be helped to be very 
brave. 

“Staff have complete 
discretion as to which patients 
need a teddy and the child 
keeps the toy to take home. 

“The little bears help the 
child by providing something to 
clutch and squeeze and also 
serve as a distraction.” 


150 homes approved 
at research park site 


A RESEARCH park develop¬ 
ment park which could create 
hundreds of new jobs has 
taken another step closer to 
reality after approval was 
given for 150 homes that are 
part of the plan.

of 2, 3, 4 and 5 bedroom homes on 
the site. Outline planning consent 
was granted a year ago for a 
research park, business units, a 
pub/restaurant, hotel and children’s 
creche on the site. 

Communities Minister Eric 
Pickles visited the site last 
November, when work started on 
roads and infrastructure. 

The development control com¬ 
mittee received three objections to 
the housing plans, raising concerns 
about flooding risks, drainage of 
surface water, a footpath and 
landscape buffer and overlooking 


existing homes. An objection was 
raised that only 10 per cent of 
affordable homes would be inclu¬ 
ded, when the usual was 30 per 
cent. 

Planning officer Rosie Hopkinson 
told councillors that the substantial 
landscaped buffer provided was 
considered adequate to overcome 
any damage to the amenity of 
existing residents and management 
of surface water run-off has been 
designed into the scheme to ensure 
that there are no adverse impacts. 

She said: “The proposed 
development is not considered to 
have an adverse impact on highway 
safety, traffic generation, the 
amenities of neighbours, or the 
character of the area.”

OSCAR-WINNING director 
Tom Hooper took an 
audacious gamble when he 
announced his intention of 
filming Claude-Michel 
Schonberg and Alain Boublil’s 
powerhouse musical without 
the conventional safety net of 
lip-synching. 

But his decision to ask the 
actors to sing live in every 
take pays off handsomely, 
teasing out the heartbreaking 
emotion in an adaptation of a 
stage show which has 
become a global 
phenomenon. 

Hooper’s terrific film 
embraces the Schonberg and 
Boublil songbook with bold 
directorial flourishes and tour- 
de-force performances, 
including a cri de coeurfrom 
Anne Hathaway that virtually

Hugh Jackman also richly 
deserves a nomination for his 
portrayal of a convict, a role 
which which required him to 
shed 30 pounds to portray 
his emaciated hero. 

The film begins with a thrilling 
overture in a dockyard where 
Valjean (Jackman) and his 
fellow prisoners haul a ship 
out of the frothing water 
under the watchful eye of 
Inspector Javert (Russell 
Crowe). 

Valjean is granted parole and 
leaves behind his tormentor 
but cannot secure 
employment because of his 
shameful past. Only the 
kindness of a bishop saves 
him from starvation. 

Eight years later, Valjean has 
reinvented himself as a 
revered factory owner in 
Montreuil-sur-Mer, where one 
of his workers, Fantine 


(Hathaway), is cruelly cast 
out when the foreman learns 
she has an illegitimate 
daughter, Cosette (Isabelle 
Allen). 

Determined to raise the 
money to keep her child 
under the roof of villainous 
Thenardier (Sacha Baron 
Cohen) and his wife (Helena 
Bonham Carter), Fantine sells 
her hair and then her body. 
Valjean discovers Fantine 
close to death and agrees to 
raise Cosette as his own. 

So the story moves on a 


further nine years with 
revolutionary fervour sloshing 
through the grimy streets of 
Paris, inflamed by students 
Enjolras (Aaron Tveit) and 
Marius (Eddie Redmayne). 
The latter falls under the spell 
of Cosette (now played by 
Amanda Seyfried), unaware 
that Thenardier’s daughter, 
Eponine (Samantha Barks), 
adores him from afar. 

Les Miserables is a towering 
achievement both in front of 
and behind the camera and 
the cast is superb.

T MAY still be a bit nippy to 
be doing many jobs in the 
garden, so now’s a perfect 
time to relax and make design 
plans for the year to come. 

Ideas may come from magazines, a TV 
programme or may simply be inspired by 
a neighbour’s garden, but it’s best to buy 
yourself a notebook and jot down your 
plans. 

Whatever you decide to do, whether 
it’s creating a new bed or making radical 
changes with hard landscaping, work out 
how much time and effort you’re 
prepared to spend on the project and the 
subsequent maintenance that will 
require. 

It’s no use planting a garden full of 
high-maintenance plants if you’re not 
going to be there to deadhead, water, feed 
and keep everything under control. 

Think about where you are going to 
site any new project. If you’re planning a 
raised bed for vegetables, make sure it’s 
going to be in a sunny spot with not 
much shade from overhanging trees, or 
you won’t be able to grow a huge variety 
in there. And remember that veg patches 


can be high maintenance too, as weeding, 
watering and feeding is likely to be a 
regular requirement. 

If you’re a seasoned gardener, you’ll 
already know what type of soil you have. 
If not, a simple soil test kit can be bought 
from any garden centre which will 
indicate what type of soil you have and, 
from there, you can find out what types 
of plants will grow in it. 

If your garden is dry, shady, or you 
have clay or acid soil, you need to work 
with it. Don’t try to fight it by changing 
the make-up of the soil because no 
matter how much organic matter you add, 
eventually the original type will come 
through. If you want to grow acid-loving 
plants such as azaleas but have alkaline 
soil, you’re best off growing them in pots 
of ericaceous compost. 


Other practicalities to consider when 
creating a new area include drainage, 
storage space, available electricity and 
water. If the garden’s on a slope, you may 
need to level the site or install a drainage 
system. If you’re planning a paved area, 
make sure it’s level but with enough 
camber to drain effectively or you’ll end 
up with puddles you don’t want. 

Think outside the box and you may 
come up with a more interesting design. 
Never, for instance, make narrow borders 
along boundary fences, because 
following the boundary lines will just 
emphasise the shape of your garden and 
make it look smaller. 

If you’re creating a new bed or border, 
the minimum width should be lm (40in), 
and even that will restrict what can be 
grown. It’s better to go for a border twice 


or even three times that width for dwarf 
shrubs and modest perennials. 

Strong shapes are important and need 
to blend with your house, keeping 
everything in proportion and making 
both outdoor and indoor space merge 
seamlessly. 

The general rule of thumb with 
proportion of planting and features to 
open space is one-third planting to two- 
thirds space. 

Without the space, the planting and 
features within the garden cannot be seen 
to best advantage. 

Even if you have an awkward-shaped 
garden, you can create spaces within it 
which can be explored - it might be a 
circular lawn or a winding path, fringed 
by planting and focal points to give it 
depth and structure. 


You may want to create a change of 
level in your garden to define specific 
areas, using terracing, or install points of 
interest along the way such as a water 
feature, seating or an eye-catching statue. 
Consider light and shade, which can also 
be used to change the shape of a space by 
creating the illusion of depth and 
distance. 

Of course, gardeners are always 
interested in new plants, but often the 
plants which can be guaranteed to steal 
the show are old favourites, so look at 
what you already grow successfully in 
your borders, the plants which like your 
soil and their situation, and perhaps 
consider repeat planting further along. 

Most of all, when planning, work out 
what you want the garden for - is it to 
relax, to experiment with gardening or to 
use as a family-friendly play area? If 
your children are regularly playing 
football in it, forget a bowling green 
finish or planting delicate plants around 
the lawn which are likely to get their 
flowers knocked off by a ball. 

And remember that fashion plays its 
part when planting. 

Years ago, hybrid tea and floribunda 
roses were in vogue but now alliums and 
tree ferns have become the must-have 
plants - but will they still be in fashion 
in a few years’ time? 

You may be better off with something 
you’re happy with on an everyday basis 
as the basic structure of planting, but you 
can vary the colour and type of seasonal 
planting from year to year.
